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Richard Beebe Dudman of the Washington Bureau of the ST. LOUIS POST -DISPATCH 
has been in contact with the Office of the Assistant to the Director periodically 
for a number of years. He was given a briefing here on the subject of Korea in 19° 
and on Latin America in 1961, and since then has shown particular interest in the 

Agency’s involvement in Cuba. 

Earlier this year Mr. Dudman was on assignments for his paper in Vietnam and 
the DoSnican^Republic . On 12 July he phoned me t o ask for an interview with Director 
Raborn; I was instructed at the time ty to give the standard reply that the
